Mains 


The Coordinated Call-Back Queuing Against Mains (CCBQAM) feature 
enables stations at Nodes to be offered CBQ for network calls that are blocked 
at a Main. When facilities become available at the Main, the call originator at 
the Node is alerted by a call-back from the Main. The CCBQAM otherwise 
functions identically to CCBQ at the Node. 
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
